The itioner in this case comes into court 
1 the unsoundness of mind of the 
accused, clearly showing that it is to his 
interest that a decision be arrived at where- 
by 23 is declared insane or of 
unsoun : 

It is evident from the crimfnal’ suit now 

nding against Arthur Duestrow that it is 

o his interest to bring about the same re- 
gult. The defendant in this 
must therefore be ex ted to do 
thing in his power to bring about such an 
adjudication; all the means within his con- 
trol would naturally be brought to bear 
directly or indirectly to bring about a find- 
ing of ‘unsoundness of mind. He would aid 
the prosecution, and whether unsoundness 
of mind exists or not the result would be a 
foregone conclusion in favor of the petition- 
er's application. Nor would it be within the 
power of the court to do anything that 
would in any way prevent plaintiff and de- 
fendant from working in the same direction, 
to-wit, to bring about a decision that 
Duestrow is insane. 

This court, if st permits this proceeding to 
go on, is simply required to notify the . 
son charg with unsoundness of mind of 
the time set for the hearing of the case; 
if the accused appears in court or appoints 
an attorney to act for him in court, the 
Judge has no power to appoint any one 
else to represent the adverse interest at the

WEAK COUNCIL TICKETS. 

Both the Republican and Democratic 
City Conventions missed their opportun- 
ity. The best that can be said of the 
two Council tickets is that they are re- 
spectable and might have been worse. 

The Democratic Convention blundered

when it retreated from its duty at ne. 
first meeting and failed to put in the 


field a strong ticket, composed of busi- 
ness or professional men of known high 
character and ability, whose names in 
themselves, would have been a winning 
platform. With such candidates the 
city Democracy could have made an ag- 
gressive campaign and elected the whole 
Democratic ticket, But the postpope- 
ment of action gave opportunity for ma- 
lign influences to make themselves felt, 
and the Democratic convention has fol- 
lowed the lead of the Filley convention 
in nominating a ticket containing some 
good names, but composed mainly of 
‘unknown mediocrities, who will prove a 
burden rather than a source of strength 
to the party, because they carry no guar- 
antee of ability and fitness and must be 
made known to the voters. Unfortunate- 
ly, the ticket as nominated is greatly 
weakened by the withdrawal of the best 
men on it. 

Both conventions took the most effec- 
tive method of dampening the enthusiasm 
of the voters and have rendered the elec- 
tion of either ticket in its entirety highly 
improbable. They have given opportun- 
ity to Butler, Filley and the sub-bosses, 
each of whom has had a hand in this 
handicapping of the parties, to make 
deals and combinations for the strength- 
ening of the element most useful to them 
in the next Council.

THE STREET CLEANING SCANDAL. 


By exposing the padrone system which 
has prevailed in the Street Cleaning De- 
partment the Post-Dispatch has shown 
where much of the money appropriated 
for street cleaning has gone. 

According to the testimony of men 
employed to do street cleaning work one- 
third of the money paid by the city as 
wages has been diverted into the pockets 
of the contractors. The city paid $1.50 
per day for every man employed, but the 
contractor paid only $1 per day, thus 
pocketing 50 cents on the dally wages 
of each man. A corresponding rake-off, 
it is charged, was taken on the hire of 
teams. The contractors were paid 10 per 
cent for supervision. They were entitled 
to no more and the rake-off was clear 
robbery. 

‘If contractors could cheat the city in 
the payment of wages, why could they 
not cheat it in the hiring of men and the 
doing of the work? The official negli- 
gence and inefficiency that would permit 
the one would permit the other. A great 
deal of money has been epent on the 
streets for very little work. The money 
has been squandered or stolen. Here ig 
an indication of a leak which should be 
thoroughly. investigated. If dishonesty 
ig the cause of filthy streets the people 
should know it.

THE SEED OF ANARCHY. 


Police Commissioner Wells of Brook- 
lyn sent out à large number of Inspect- 
ors a few days ago to note the speed of 
trolley cars. Of over forty cars reported 
but three were within the legal limit of 
speed. In other words, it was shown 
that the trolley companies habitually 
violated the law. Partly as the result of 
this violation of law 101 persons, mainly 
children, were killed in Brooklyn last 
year by the trolley cars. 

When the employes of these same com- 
panies went on strike recently and vio- 
lated the law the police force of Brook- 
lyn, the entire militia of Queen’s County 
and part of the militia of New York were 
called out to overawe them. Working- 
men were arrested and people were killed 
to enforce\lobedience to the law. 

On the Ather hand, although the mu- 
nicipal authorities secured official proof 
of the habitual violation of the law by 
the street dar companies, resulting in 
the wholesale murder of innocent per 
sons, not a single street car official has 
been arrested. They are unmolested in 
their illegal conduct by police or militia. , -

matter act upon approaching “absolute 
zero” is based upon the theory at present 
accepted, that heat is a mode of motion. 
But the researches of Prof. Dewar, who 
has liquefied oxygen and solidified some 
of the gases in his wonderful experi- 
ments in this line, tend to upset all pre- 
vious ideas as to what matter and force 
really are, and especially as to the true 
nature of heat and electricity 

In the natural course of things, when 
all motion has been abolished among the 
atoms of a substance, when it is held in 
that state of rest called absolute zero 
when it is bound as if in adamantine 
chains to a condition meaning complete 
inertia of all its particles—one would ex- 
} pect that it would cease to act as a con- 
ductor for a current of electricity. Hlec- 
tricity, as at present understood, is the 
most eager and swift mode of motion we 
know of. Scientists tell us it is not a 
substance. It is the vibration of the 
atoms of the thing acting as a conductor, 
in a given direction. Hence, &till and 
dead matter should cease to conduct. 

Instead of thus refusing to convey the 
vivid, untiring vibration of the electric 
current, a bar of from at absolute zero 
becomes an absolute conductor, that is, 
it conveys the current without any loss. 
Here, then, is a paradox for the savants 
to explain. The iron is at complete rest— 
the negation of motion. The electricity 
ig nothing in itself, but intensely swift 
motion of the particles of the iroh: How 
can the same substance be at rest and 
vibrating at the same instant? Or is the 
present theory of matter and force at 
fault?

ARE WE TOO SMART? 

An able essayist in the March Scrib- 
ner's finds that a condition of “prepos- 
terous alertness’ is in danger of becom- 
ing epidemic” in the United States. He 
fears that Americans will soon give them- 
selves up to repartee and general smart- 
ness to such a degree that it will be im- 
possible to ask the time of day without 
getting an answer calculated to exhibit 
the superior intellect of the respondent. 

Perhaps there is something in this. 
There is always a tendency in human 
nature to over-smartness, and we Amer- 
icans may be indulging it too much. 
Perhaps we talk too much to show our 
own superiority and not enough for the 
sake of telling what's o’clock to those 
who would be helped by the knowledge. 

This is the penalty of talking at all. 
We may need to learn that silence is 
not without its great rewards, and to 
understand what the philosopher meant 
when he said, With the hush of my 
lips I wholly confound the sceptic.” Per- 
haps if we knew more we would argue 
less. Perhaps if we were really as su- 
perior as we think we are we would only 
smile at the smart things our friends 
say to show how much more intellectual 
they are than we. 

But, after all, smartness is a stage of 
intellectual growth. It may be one of 
the lowest stages, but still it shows that 
the intellect is not wholly stagnant. A 
little smartness in the right place may 
be not only tolerated, but laudable. For 
even if the smart person is more disa- 
greeable than the stupid one, he is also 
the more useful, and usefulness, not com- 
fort, is the main thing.

Long before Dr. Keeley developed his 
theories into practice it had been my con- 
viction that a drunken man was a sick man 
and stood as much in need of a doctor as 
do victims of arsenical poison. Understand 
me, I am noither a prohibitionist, a teeto- 
taler nor a temperance crank. But I never 
could see why a person intoxicated with 
liquor should be locked up as a criminal, 
while the opium or morphine fiend was 
carted off to the hospital. 

And now Dr. Austin Abbott, a distin- 
guished physician of New York, declares 
in a recent lecture that the whole fabric of 
government control of the liquor businéss 
and punishment for intoxication is based 
upon false theories. He holds that no liquor 
should be permitted to be sold until it has 
been scientifically tested and stamped with 
the approval of men competent to ascertain 
and determine the presence of poisons; that 
the laws should be stringent against adul- 
teration and every bottle and barrel of 
liquor bear the brand of inspection; and that 
eu arrested for intoxication should be 
submitted to medical attention before being 
locked up as criminals, 

This is not only scientific sense, but it is 
practical common sense and the friends of 
temperance can sooner achieve success by 
working along these or similar lines. 

Many a man has died of alcoholism in 
jail or public station, whose life could have 
been saved at the dispensary. Many a man 
has been permitted to freeze to death in 
the highways or upon secluded streets 
simply because he was drunk, and a 
drunken man is supposed to have no rights 
which anybody is bound to respect. We run 
for a doctor when somebody has taken 
other kinds of poison and ring for a Red 
Cross wagon to hurry off to the hospital the 
victim of other over-indulgences. Why is 
the drunken man worse than these and 
less entitled to the services of a physician?

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Her System of Bulkheads Makes An- 


other Elbe Disaster Impossible 
Her Many New Features. 


Special to The 8 ö 

NEW YORK, March 16. — The first ship to 
be bill]t in America under the subsidy act, 
the magnificent ocean greyhound St. Louis, 
will ay the American flag and make her 
maiden ocean passage in June next. She 
will be a veritable floating palace, and in 
many respects the most perfect vessel, in 
the transatlantic fleet. She was launched 
in November last, when the mistress of the 
White House broke a bottle of champagne 
over her bows as she glided down the ways 
at William Cramp & Sons’ shipyards at 


Philadelphia. 


It was left to this country to devise and 
build a ship which is practically unsinkable. 
This in itself is a record-b ng achieve- 
ment, and when Cramp & Sons unde 
this big contract there were many doubting 
Thomases. They engaged to build two fleet 
vessels for ocean traffic which should sur- 
pass all others. The never-campletely- 
solved problems of increase of speed, safety, 
and capacity have occupied the minds of 
shipbuilders on both sides of the ocean. The 
Cramps commenced their plans for the con- 
struction of an unsinkable ship and one 
that could make the swiftest voyage with 
the greatest possible safety and comfort to 
the passenger. 

The recent deplorable accident to the Elbe 
was an evidence of the necessity of a — 
that can meet with a serious accident an 
still not sink. The builders devised plans 
which will quiet the fears of the most timid 
travelers. If it were possible for a boat 
to cut through the center of the St. Louis 
or St. Paul both halves would float, a condi- 
tion due to the large number of water-tight 
compartments. 


The St. Louis is also a stout boat. Proba- 
bly no stancher vessel ever left the ways. 
Perfect lines that are the admiration of all 
mariners, a shapely clipper stem and a pret- 
ty shear, with delicate, overhanging and 
well proportioned stern, the great steamer 
seems almost like a fleet-winged yacht. The 
ghost of the old sailing ship still hovers 
about her two widely separated masts, while 
two huge funnels rise from her boilers. 

Such 4 disaster as that of the Elbe could 
never happen to either the St. Louis or St. 
Paul. A colliding boat would have to cut 
clear through the first engine and engine- 
room, then through six feet of solid steel 
before penetrating the second room, an 
most impossible feat. 

The City of Paris had one of her engines 
completely demolished with a big hole in her 
bottom, she was kept afioat and steamed 
erg! to her destination. It is well known 
that the principle source of danger to ships 
in the event of a collision is that, as usually 
divided, they may be struck at the fasten- 
ing edge of the bulkhead, and the two com- 
partments adjacent to the bulkhead may 
thus at the same time become completely 
flooded. Many ships have been divided by 
bulkheads in such a way that if one com- 
partment is flooded the ship will be perfectly 
seaworthy. 

But in the case of an accident where the 
ship is struck on the buikhead and the two 
compartments adjacent are flooded, she 
wou at once sink. But in the St. Louis 
and in the St. Paul, the construction of the 


‘bulkheads is such that the ship will re- 


main perfectly seaworthy with any two, 
or even three, compartments fi . This 
unbroken subdivision of the ships has an 
incidental advantage, in making them fire- 
proof, as the spread of fire is confined to 
one compartment. 
than Seventeen

her. There is no communication between 
either of the water-tight compartments, it 
being necessary to go up on the deck and 
down-stairs again before being able to reach 
from one to the other. 

It was proved that ninety minutes were 
consumed in an attempt to close all of the 
water-tight compartments in the Elbe, and 
this under the most favorable circumstances. 
The doors of the St. Louis are so arranged 
that there would be absolutely no delay in 
closing them should the boat be placed in a 
r Similar to that of the Elbe. 

he doors are all worked by a lever, so 
that it is an absolute impossibility for the 
water to get into them. These are points 
that appeal strongly to the ocean travelers 
and speak volumes for American ingenuity 
and brains. 


Another, and an equally importan re- 
caution has been taken in 8 ion 
of the St. Louis. She has two bottoms, 
and is thus enabled to sail clean over a 
rock, which will not materially affect the 
boat, even if it should rifie a huge hole in 
the bottom. The bottoms are from eight to 
sixteen feet apart, and the space between 
them is available for water ba last, to deep- 
on or to lighten the draught when neces- 


ry. 

In the event of the boat springing a leak 
it would be almost impossible for —— to 
know it outside of the crew; there being suc- 
tion pumps all over the boat which will do 
their work continuously and without un- 
necessary noise or breakage. 

To guard against such a breakdown of 
machinery as would disable these steamers, 
they are fitted with two sets of engines, 
each set driving a separate screw. The en- 
Eines are in two separate watertight com- 
partments, and the boilers are in separate 
compartments, completely cut off from each 


Other, so that the vessel might in collision 


be struck on any bulkhead and could have 
a breakdown of machinery, and still be 
navigable and thoroughly safe and sea- 
worthy. , 

While the vessels are well provided against 
the effects of collision, they are also very 
much better able to avoid collision by hav- 
ing two sets of machinery, one of which can 
be readily reversed while the other is going 
ahead, thus turning the vessel in her own 
length. The law under which these steam- 
ers are built stipulates among other things 
that they may be taken and used by the 
United States as transports or cruisers. The 
advantage of this can be easily imagined, 
for with an even start there is not a boat 
afloat that could approach, much less over- 
take them. 


The specifications of the Secretary of the 
Navy to enable these ships to carry and | 
operate at least four six-inch rified cannons 
have been more than fulfilled in their con- 
struction. The boiler and engines can be 
protected by coal or other suitable ma- 
terial, while their rudder area will ve 
them tremendous maneuvring power, us 
turning them Into most effective cruisers. 
They can carry enough coal, ca being 
excluded, to cross the Atlantic and return 
at their highest speed, and at the ordinary 
crulser’s speed, ten or twelve knots,they can 
steam for sixty-six days without replenish- 
ing their coal, à distance of 19,000 knots.

| INTERESTINGSEGRET HISTORY 


by Gov.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 16.—There 
is some interesting secret history that has 
not yet been told in connection with the 
framing of the substitute bill which the 
Senate has offered in lieu of the Filley 
House measure. For some unascertained 
reason, Lieut.-Gov. O’Meara has apparent- 
ly put himself in opposition to a genuine re- 
form measure. The so-called O’Meara bill, 
which was sent to engrossment last week, 
is recognized as a sham the en- 
actment of which would put election mat- 
ters in St: Louis in a worse condition than 
under the present law. It is believed here 
that it was intended as a block to legislation 
of any kind, rather than as a bona fide bill 
intended to be enacted into law. The pro- 
gramme was to have the Senate pass this 
bill as a substitute for the Filley bill and 
return it to the House. The House would, 
of course, reject the measure, and thus the 
two houses would be in a deadlock that 
would result in no election legislation. 

The pending bill is dué to the efforts of 
Senator Lancaster, in conjunction with Sen- 
ator Lyman of Kansas City and Senator 
Dunn. After laboring two days, with the 
aid of Mr. Kent, the representative of the 
St. Louis Committee of Public Safety, these 
gentlemen Grafted a bill which—and this is 
where the secret history comes in—was 
caucused upon by a number of the Demo- 
cratic leaders in the Senate, in conference 
with Gov. Stone. As a result of this con- 
ference, Gov. Stone and Senators Lyman 
and Dunn were appointed a special com- 
mittee to redraft the bill. Gov. Stone, in 
particular, labored hard upon the measure 
for two days and nights, and the result is 
the bill now before the Senate, with fair 
prospects of enactment. 

It is admitted by those here who have 
given close attention to the question of 
election reform in St. Louis and Kansas 
City that this bill is a great improvement 
over the Filley or House bill, and is the 
best election measure that has ever been 
submitted to the State Legislature. It is 
believed that it will remedy the frauds and 
abuses that have disgraced elections in 
both St. Louls and Kansas City. Under this 
bill, it is difficult to see how fraud of any 
kind can pass undetected. 

Citizens of St. Louis who are interested in 
election reform should bring their influence 
‘to bear upon Lieut.-Gov. O’Meara and Sen- 
ator Morrissey. If there is any opposition 
to this measure from the Democratic side, 
it will be found in this quarter. Senator 
Morrissey is generally credited with being 
opposed to any change in the present law.

Asbury Park’s Wheel House Will Ac- 
commodate 5,000 Machines. 


Asbury Park wheelmen have decided up- 
on a feature for the L. A. W. meet to be 
held in their town that will be quite an 
innovation in the line of hospitality. They 


have secured Education Hall from July 6 
to 15, and during that period it will de ex- 
clusively used as a cycle hotel. Here the 
pet mount of the L. A. W. member will 
receive as much attention and care as he 
himself will get at his hotel. 

First of all the wheel will be checked 
and provided with a rack; then it will. be 
dusted and cleaned: it a spoke is loose or 
a screw is gone the proper repairs will be 
made at once and the wheel will be thor- 
oughly overhauled, so that when the owner 
calls for it he will find it cleaner and 
safer than when he left it and in perfect 
condition. For this the L. A. W. member 
will pay nothing. 

Education Hall is the largest building 
of its kind in Asbury Park, and its location 
is about as near the center of the resort 
as it is possible for a building to be. It 
stands in the center of a block upon which 
there are no other buildings, and there will 
be ample room for the reception of over 
5,000 wheels at one time. Education Halil, 
during the meet, will undoubtedly become 
famous as the Wheel House.

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AUSTRALIA'S CHAMPION SWIMMER. 


Walter Gormly, a Wonder in His Line, 
Ooming to America. 

Australia has a new amateur swimming 
champion whe bids fair to become a won- 
der in his line. He is equally good at long 
or short distances, and will come to America 
this summer to try for the championship. 
Some of the records he has already made 


follow:

This measure 
was framed by the Assoctation of Republi- 
can Women of Chicago, and that body sent 
a big delegation here to work for it. These 
ladies showed very poor judgment as poll 
ticlans. In order to please the Repubii- 
cans they unmerelfully criticised the Demo- 
cratic party. At the same time, they under- 
took to force the Republican members to 
vote for their bill by threatening to use 
their influence against them in case they 
refused to do so. The result was that they 
aroused the opposition of several members 
of the Committee on Elections. When they 
ound that members of their own party were 
ikely to fight the bill they went to the 
mocrats.

The Last Feature of the Latin 
Quarter of Paris Gone. 


Bullier is no more. The most famous 
dancing place in the world is closed. Its dis- 
appearance calls attention to the fact, which 
has been a fact for many years, that the 
Latin Quarter of Henry Murger’s Vie de 
Boheme” is a thing of the past. Perhaps it 
never did exist, but there are many elder- 
ly and reputable gentlemen in all countries 
who assure us that it did. 

The Latin Quarter of Paris contains the 
greatest aggregation of students in many 
branches of art and science to be found any- 
where in the world. They are not lacking in 
gayety or remarkable for a rigid morality, 
but the unpleasant features of a disreputa- 


ble existence are as obvious there as in any‘ 
other place. 

Enthusiasts will tell you that that was 
not so in the golden of the Latin 
Quarter and of the T Bullier, one of its 
central attractions. en modest but cheer- 
ful grisettes in caps aud aprons gave away 
their affections merely as tokens of their 
friendly regard. One of their principal sins 
in life was to dance and they were willing 
to share the board of any student who 
showed a desire to please. 

The Bal Bullier was situated at No. 21 
Avenue de l’Observatoire. That was a few 
doors beyond the southern end of the Boule- 
vard St. Michel, the great thoroughfare of 
the Latin Quarter. t was beyond the 
schools and the Palace of the Luxembourg, 
and on the extreme e of Quarter.

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f Livelier Speculation, but No Increase 
in Actual Demand—Chat From 


Change and Street. 


* 


Warning was given a couple of weeks 
ago that this was not the season of the 
year to become too bearish on wheat. The 
action of the market ever since the uncer- 
tain month of March opened, has proven 
that this advice was timely. There has been 
over 3c advance in price since March 1, but 
it has been a very irregular and uncertain 
ascent of the plane of values. The highest 
point was touched on Friday, when May 
sold at 56%c and July at 66%c. Yesterday the 
market declined and was wéak pretty much 
all day, closing at the bottom—55%c for 
May, and 55½ for July. 

There was nbd real stability to the market 
at any time, no great amount of bullish 


enthusiasm. excited, not much increase to 
speculation, and little of that on outside 
account and the market conditions are not 
qreatly improved over what they were 
when the price was much lower. So, while 
the same warning might be repeated, it 
properly should be in a different shape. As 
thus—do not sell too much wheat short just 
now, except on real hard spots. 
* — 


There is nothing in the situation of supply 
and demand to excite confidence in the bull 
side of wheat. The Government statement 
of farm reserves, placing the amount at 
75,000,000 bushels, was far below general ex- 

ectations and on the faee, was bullish. 
But with over 110,000,000 bushels in Brad- 
street's available supply and with that 
unknown quantity held in country ware- 
houses the “midway supply,” as it could be 
called, as tt is off the farms, but not yet for 
gale in the distributing centers—there was at 
least 200,000,000 bushels in this country on 
March 1 to meet the requirements of four 
months, or until a new crop is ready for 
market. This is no large amount and if re- 
quirements were actually up to what have 
been in the past accepted as the proper es- 
timates, this country would have little 
wheat to spare for export, and then prac- 
tically going into a new crop with no old 
wheat in this country. But these estimated 
requirements have undoubtedly been over- 
estimated. The movement to market from 
first hands has been inconsiderable for sev- 
eral months past, and the deliveries from 
country warehouses, with the single excep- 
tion of the late increase in the northwest, 
also light. yet supplies in sight are drawn 
down with disheartening slowness, and 
these supplies are discouragingly large. 
This either means requirements are much 
less than they have been cracked up to be, 
or that certain requirements are being sup- 
plied from supplies clean outside the visible 
stocks. One thing is sure, that the demand 
so far has been insufficient to make much 
impression upon these visible stocks.

There has been any amount of talk of sec- 
tions which were entirely bare of wheat, 
and of country mills paying relatively more 
for supplies than could be realized in mar- 
ket centers. There was, too, good grounds 
for such talk, for it was the truth in a good 
many sections—the extreme West and the 
Southwest, for instance, where the yield 
was small last year. But there were mills 
located in other sections, such as the South 
and in Indiana, Illinois and th‘s State, which 
started in with a great flourish of trumpets 
to buy wheat in St. Louis and other accumu- 
lative markets. What has become of that 
demand? Their orders were few and most 
of them placed at prices entirely too low 
to purchase here or elsewhere. The mille 
must be obtaining wheat somewhere, for 
they are now having the heaviest demands 
for their flour and at the best and most 
ee yeni prices in many months and 80 

ave every incentive for running full blast. 
And they cannot run on wind. As none of 
the primary markets having their stocks 
pulled down greatly by this outside milling 
demand, it must be these mills are obtaitn- 
ing most of the wheat they require in their 
Own territory.

Unless the cash demand increases very 
materially over what it is now, the only 
hope for the bull, appears to be in crop 
damage. The shadow of doubt cast upon 
crop prospects abroad has not deepened 
into anything of a defined character as 
yet. The only European country about 
which any apprehensions are felt is France, 
and so far it is only apprehensions that 
appear to impair that country’s crop pros- 

ects. Favorable weather of late has 

rightened its actual prospects, besides 
enabling spring sowing to be brought rap- 
idly forward. his side the water the sale 
howls of distress have emanated from the 
Kansas City grain trade, which of late 
have made a desperate attempt to destroy 
the whole winter wheat crop of this coun- 
try by killing off a few farms in that 
“feast or a famine’ State of Kansas. Oc- 
casionally complaints are heard from scat- 
tering sections in other States, but so far 
aß regards crop conditions at the present 
time, according to the latest and most re- 
liable advices, they are far ahead of what 
they were one year ago, the Cincinnati 
Price Current to the contrary, notwith- 
standing.

The let-up in the outside milling demand 
ie nowhere more sensibly felt than in St. 
Louis. In fact, considering the increased 
demand for flour, the failure of both out- 
side and local mills to increase their de- 
mands for wheat is really astonishing. 
Bomething of an increase to receipts, 43,000 
bu, came in last week, against 36,000 the 
week before and 67,500 one year ago, helped 
millers out to some extent. Purchases 
from stock in store were 80,000 bu for the 
week to local and outside mills. Several 
exporters, who had been carrying some 
of the No. 2 red in store here, on Friday 
ordered loaded in the barges 170,000 bu, 
which goes to the continent. This was 
the only export business of the week, if 
that was actually fresh business. The 
stock will probably show about 125,000 bu 
decrease for week. At present it amounts 
to 8,547,000 bu, of which 3,177, bu is No. 
2 red. Yesterday No. 2 red sold at 55%c, 
and choice samplers at 566%@5o%c.

The Government report placing the 
amount of corn still in farmers’ hands on 
March 1, at 475,000,000 bu, would have bulled 
the market furiously had there existed the 
demand for corn there usually is at this 
season of the year. But the same economy 
is apparently being practiced in the de- 
mand, as there was last fall and winter, 
and which will probably be continued as 
long as the price is maintained at its pres- 
ent conservatively high range. That the 
demand is being held down below previous 
seasons is plainly enough evidenced by the 
fact that with receipts of only about a 
third of those one year ago, the visable 
is maintained at above 15,000,000 bu, or with- 
in 4,000,000 bu of what it was a year ago.

NEW YORK, March 16.—It was a wild 
market with a grand scramble to cover and 
also to buy for long account. We consider 
it very largely a manipulated market, but 
as the current is running for the moment 
at least in the direction of better prices, it 
makes little or no difference whether the 
advance is manipulated or not. It is ob- 
viosuly Inexpedient to fight it. What took 
everybody's breath away to-day, bulls and 
bears alike, was to see the spot sales in 
Liverpool of 18,000 bales, a fact which 
knocked the record of any previous Satur- 
day for many years past into a cocked hat. 
Then Liverpool was higher. Manchester was 
improving, the South on the war path and 
New York excited. While there was some 
realizing for Southern and local account 
towards the close, the buying fever was on 
during most of the session and in two hours 
the transactions here reached the imposing 
aggregate of 194,000 bales. Wall street was a 
pretty good buyer and the South also 
bought. 

There was some buying on stop orders. 
Liverpool and the continent made pur- 
chases. Some who are largely interested in 
May are understood to have sold both April 
and May to-day and to have bought June 
and August. The market here ran up 19 to 
20 points and then lost 4 points of the im- 
provement on realizing. Local operators 
were buying freely, but the effect of the 
liquidation towards the end was to cause 
an easy closing. Liverpool advanced 2% to 
3 points for future delivery and 1-16 on the 
spot. New Orleans advanced 13 points. The 
receipts there on Monday are expected to be 
10,000 to 13,000 against 4,760 last year. New 
York spot prices were raised 3-16 to 6½ for 
middling with sales of 1,000 bales for ex- 
— and 26,000 for spinning. The advance in 

iverpool was attributed to limited offerings 
there. An improved tone in Manchester and 
buying by bulls, as well as fears that pre- 
parations for the crop wil be unduly late. 
The receipts at the ports and the interior 
towns continued liberal. Those at the rts 
are estimated at 9,989 bales, against 6,717 last 
year. Memphis got 1,057 against 331, and 
Houston 3,261, against 977 last year. The 
quantity brought into sight during the week 
was 16,490 bales, against 72,824 this week last 
year. The total in sight is 8,769,463 bales, 
against 6,740,864 at this time last year. The 
Chronicle states that takings by Northern 
spinners thus far this season are 1,748,@1, 
against 1,184,675 for the same time last sea- 
son, It states that the weather has been 
favorable over a large portion of the South 
during the week. The rainfall has been 
very heavy at many points in the Atlantic 
and Gulf States and some districts else- 
where, interfering with farm work, which 
is already late and that the cold weather 
at the close of the week has retarded opera- 
tions in the Southwest. The exports from 
the ports thus far this season are 5,360,302, 
against 4,258,995 thus far last season. The 
world’s visible supply is 4,701,228, including 
4,382,028 American, against a total visible 
supply of 4,330,920 at this time last year. 
Even many of the bulls would like to see a 
decline in order to get in again on a lower 
level. Many think that the advance has been 
too rapid, but as already intimated, there 
is strong manipulation behind the market. 
The wires are being pulled by powerful 
hands and it is, therefore, better for the 
present to go with the tide than to try 
to swim against it.

Oranges are mov finely considering the 
high prices ruling. ananas have profited 
by the advance in oranges and are selling 
better than usual in such unfavorable 
weather.

All the other fruits are reported as 
about half killed by the various blizzards 
that swept over that section. A few pro- 
nounce the peach crop safe, but good peach 
orchards are scarce in that section.

A MELANCHOLY DIARIST, 


Another Work of the Order of Aniul—A 
Superfluous Man. 

“The Melancholy of Stephen Allard; a Pri- 
vate Diary,” edited by Garnet Smith, is an- 
other symptom of what seems to be a mal- 
ady,as widespread as civilization itself. It is 
of the order of “Amiel’s Journal,” and 
Sinkiewaicz’ ‘Without Dogma,” a diary of, 
introspection and self-analysis, a cry of de- 
spair rising from a fair, a too fine soul, un- 
equal to the hard conditions imposed by 
material civilization upon its victims. 

Literature of this kind is not mere whim 
or grotesque and unreal fancy. It might be 
so dismissed if it were not so prevalent, did 


it not appear in widely sundered localities 
and in widely differing local conditions. But 
in every nation which has a literature the 
same spirit is made manifest. It makes its 
appearance in works lfkelIbsen’s*‘Lady from 
the Sea,“ as a restless dream of perplexity, 
in darker colors in “The Wild Duck” and as 
a nightmare in The Master Builder.“ In 
Maeterlink it is a vision of almost unmiti- 
gated anguish, of hope withered without go- 
ing to seed. In England it shows itself in 
gentlér ways as a refined and graceful 
epicureanism in the work of Walter Pater; 
even Finland, removed though it is, from 
the corroding agencies of a too strenuous 
civilization, makes its contribution to the 
»athology of thought; and now another Eng- 
ishman adopting the form of Amiel's 
Journal,“ shows us the workings of a high- 
ly sensitized soul made miserable for want 
of something to do, for want of a place in 
a world into which he has been thrust by 
an unkind fate. 

Stephen Allard was a clever young Oxon- 
lan, a little too much interested in subjects 
that lie outside the ordinary curriculum of 
life. He was quiet, gentle, reserved, more 
ready to make music sustain a part 
in conversation. Much given to meditation 
he lost the power of ac if he ever had 
it, and when he left the university he found 
himself superfluous like Turgenieff’s hero. 
His talents were many and varied, but there 
was no market for them. Finding no work 
to do he was forced to take to drudgery to 
support a father and mother, and in this he 
spent six hard years with nothing but his 
dreams, which soon became 
keep him company. A l 
abled him to esc for a 
to an unfrequented spot where he could hold 
discourse with himself and ascertain, if pos- 


sible, the source of his melancholy—and use- 
lessness. 


While in retirement he writes this 
into the slough of de- 
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But the Western mind has never taken 
kindly to mere contemplation, It does not 
care for instincts immature or p oses 
unsure, no matter how pure or noble. at 
it itches for is achievement and the sorriest 

imist will, ike Amiel or Stephen Allard, 
etray his discontent and dissatisfaction 
with a cherished cheery. There may be an 
exception here and ere—Walter Pater 
seemed to be one—but for the most part 
estern poet and philosopher deplores 
his lack of practicality, and in spite of him- 
self wishes he could keep shop as well as a 
diary—a wish which will not be shared by 
the readers of books like “Amiel’s Journal . 
and “The Melancholy of Stephen Allard.

Some of 
these almanacs contain short stori 
the subject of more than one of them 
wonderful escapes made by criminals from 
prisons. These almanacs constitute the 
reading matter of most of the prisoners. All 
the doors are of solid oak and have a little 
hole in the top, through which the warden 
can keep an eye on the prisoner. 

The wardens seem to be prisoners them- 
selves. They always talk in an undertone, 
never laugh and, were it not for their cos- 
tume, would often be mistaken for their 
charges. They never leave a cell without 
taking the precaution of w g ards. 
The Director of the prison alone is allowed 
to inflict punishments, and his powers in this 
respect are limited to five days dungeon, 
Orders from the Prefect of Police are neces- 
sary for —— beyond thip penalty.

QUESTION VIII. 
What police jurisdiction do rabbis exer- 
cise among the Jews? What judicial powers 


do they enjoy among them?“ 

Answer.—The rabbis exercise no manner 
of police jurisdiction among the Jews. The 
qualification of rabbi is nowhere to be found 
in the land of Moses; neither did it exist in 
the days of the first Temple, and it is men- 
tioned only towards the end of those of the 
second. At these epochs, the Jews were 
governed by sanhedrins, or tribunals. A 

upreme tribunal, called the Grand Sanhe- 
drin, sat in Jerusalem, and was composed of 
seventy-one judges. There were inferior 
courts, composed of three judges of civil 
causes and for police, and another, com- 
posed of twenty-two judges, which sat in the 
capital to decide matters of inferior impor- 
tance, and which was called the Lesser gan- 
hedrin.

The Great Sanhedrin Convyoked. 


These answers were formally reported te 
the Emperor, who considered them entirely 
satisfactory. But before accepting them as 
the basis of legislation he desired to have 
them ratified by the highest “authority 
known to the Jewish people. “The Great 
Sanhedrin” was the highest legislative, 
judicial and administrative body known to 
the Jews. The doctors of the Talmud claim 
for it an unbroken historical connection 
with the primitive “Council of 70,” estab- 
lished by Moses in the desert. It consisted

Yet, it is really in the sphere of civil, and 
not of military, life that his influence has 
been most powerful and permanent. The 
carvings of his sword upon the map of 
Burope are all obliterated. A mound in a 
field near Brussels, which tourists drive out. 
to see, is the only physical reminder of his 
military career. But in the Code Napoleon? 
which regulates the law and legal institu- 
tions of France, in the ecclesiastical insti- 
tutions which determine its religion and 
worship, and in its great system of public 
instruction there is felt at this hour the 
power that dwells in the dead hand of the 
great Corsican, 


It is curious that one portion of his legis- 
lative Work, and that, too, the most unique, 
benificent and enduring, has been almost 
entirely unnoticed both by his biographers 
and by the historians of his time. 

There is no doubt that Napoleon gave if 
not the start at least the determining im- 
pulse and direction to the modern move- 
ment for the social and political enfran- 
chisement of the Jews, and yet, the history 
of his action and legislation on the subject 
remains to this day practically unwritten. 
Allusions to it, fragmentary notices of it 


are scattered through various works, but. 


the history itself has still to be unfolded. 

In view of the prevailing Napoleonic Re- 
vival, and in view, also, of the anti-semitio 
movement which in the closing decades of 
this century has swept like a simoom over a 
large portion of Europe, which, in Russia, 
Roumania, Germany, Austria and even in 
France itself threatens to reverse the Na- 
poleonic policy, the present is a fitting time 
to tell the full story of Napoleon's pro- 
Jewish legislation. 


M. Thiers declares the year 1806 to be 
ost glorious year in the life of Na- 
e incomparable year of the em- 
apoleon's genius and his arms had 
him to the Imperial throne. Not 
tented with rivalling Caesar, he emu- 
ted Justinian, and promulgated the Civil 
Code. By his concordat with Pope Pius 
VII., he had “closed the religious war," 
and secured the support of the church anda 
the co-operation of the clergy. He had es- 
tablished a system of public instruction 
which bound in the unity of a graduated 
system the village schools with the great 
University of France. And he had reorgan- 
ised the whole financial and fiscal system cf 
the country. Education, Law, Religion, 
Finance—all the great factors of national 
life—has been built up into a homogeneous 
whole, the purpose and end of which was 
the stability and grandeur of the Empire. 
Uniike Alexander the Great, however, 
Napoleon had still another world to con- 
quer, a world from whose conquest he 
would gain brighter and more enduring 
laurels than any secured by his material 


triumphs. 
He turned hig attention to the Jews. 


About Napoleon's own personality there 
was a good deal of the Oriental. His vast 
and ineatiable ambition, the visionary bold- 
ness of his projects, the magnitude and 
splendor of his achievements, his absolute 
mastery over men, the.rapidity of his rise, 
the elevation of his flight, the suddenness 
and gloom of his fall, suggest the career of 
an Oriental rather than of an Occidental 

tate. He cherished the dream of an 
as ‘Bmpire. His armies penetrated 
into Egypt and Palestine and encamped in 


were a peeple, therefore, whom it was 
pelitic to concillate. Personal sympathy, 
gratitude and policy all combined to urge 
Napoleon to include within the scope of his 
legislative reforms a measure for the full 
enfranchisement of the Jewish people. 

At the outset, however, he was met by the 
prejudices of nearly 1,800 years. The tradi- 
tional objections which centuries of itera- 
tion had welded into a creed were repeated. 
That the Jews were tribal and not na- 
tional; that they had one law for them- 
selves and another for other people; that 
their domestic and social systems precluded 
them from entering into relations of re- 
ciprocity with other races; that they were 
hereditary usurers, and that, by their creed 
and their law, which they received as the 
categorical and imperative flat—the vox 
imperans of the Eternal, they were 
hedged around with an exclusiveness which 
unfitted them for citizenship in non-Jewish 
countries. All this, in various forms, was 
preed against the enfranchisement of the 
ews. 


To these objections, which had been the 
operative creed and law of Christendom for 
nearly eighteen centuries, the Jews them- 
selves had never been asked to reply. They 
had been condemned unheard. This na- 
tional outlawry was upon an ex parte judg- 
ment. For 1,800 years they had been exiled, 
execrated, proscribed, persecuted, treated as 
aliens and outiaws, and had never been 
asked to “show cause“ against the treat- 
ment. 

To 2 belongs the glory of having 
first called them into court, given them a 
locus standi in fero, and allowed them to 
state thelr own cause. This is really the 
crowning act of Napoleon's career. Greater 
than the splendor of his arms,or the glory 
of the code, or the credit of the Concordat, 
better than all his civie reforms, is this fact, 
that he first set aside the proscriptive judg- 
ment of Christendom against the Jews; in- 
vited them to state their own cause, and 
upon the whole facts thus ascertained, 
legisiated in their behalf. This is really 
the historical beginning of the “Restoration 
of the Jews.“ 


In carrying out his project for their en- 
franchisement, Napoleon— 

First. Appointed an Imperial Commission 
for the purpose of formulating questions to 
be submitted to the Jews covering the whole 
ground of the relationship of the Jewish 
people, their doctrines and practices, to the 

eople of France and the French State and 

overnment. 

Second. He summoned an assembly of 
Jewish notables from every part of the 
French Empire to consider these questions, 
and to return full and explicit answers to 


em, 

Third. He corfVoked a Grand Sanhedrin” 
of the Jews—the hiehest legislative and 
judicial authority of the people—to consider 
the questions and responses of the notables 
and if so résolved to approve and ratify 
them; and 

Fourth. Having obtained the answers of 
the Jewish notäbles to the questions of the 
Imperial Commission, solemnly ratified by 
the great Sanhedrin, and deeming the an- 
swers entirely satisfactory, he issued a law 
8 the Jews to the full rights of 
French citizenship and protecting them in 


the exercise of their civil and religious 


privileges.

Answer—We have seen in the answer to 
the foregoing question that the prohibition 
of usury, considered as the smallest inter- 
est, was a maximum of charity and of benev- 
olence, rather than a commercial regula- 
tion. In this point of view it is equally con- 
demned by the law of Moses and by the 
Talmud. We are generally forbidden, al- 
ways on the score of benevolence, to lend 
upon interest to our fellow citizens of differ- 
ent persuasions as well as to our fellow 
Jews. 

The disposition of the law which allows 
the taking interest from the stranger, evi- 
dently refers only to nations in commercial 
intercourse with us. Otherwise, there would 
be an evident contradiction between this 
passage and twenty others of the sacred 
writings: “The Lord your God loveth the 
stranger in giving him food and raiment.

But more than 1700 years had elapsed . 


since the Great Sanhedrin of Jerusalem had 

to exist. Its existence and its func- 
ti had passed away with the Holy City 
and the Temple. To the half Oriental mind 
of Napoleon the idea occurred of calling 
the august body from the grave of seven- 
teen centuries and setting it up on the banks 
of the Seine. 

Accordingly he convoked a “Grand San- 
hedrin” of the Jewish people to assemble 
in Paris in February, 1807, to consider the 
questions of the Imperial Commissioners 
with the responses of the notables, and if 
so resolved to adopt, ratify and promulgate 
them as the belief of the Jewish people. 
The meeting of the Jewish Sanhedrin, after 
its long of seventeen centuries, 
was regarded with intense interest by Jews 
and Gentiles all over the world. 

It commenced its sittings on Feb. 9, 1807, 
in the Hotel de Ville, under the Presidency 
of Rabbi David Snitzheim of Strassburg. 
Its members were elected by the Jewish 
congregations throughout the empire. Two- 
thirds of them were rabbis and the remain- 
der were laymen. It represented the high- 
est Jewish learning of the time. Among its

Given to the Louvre.

An express wagon the other day, jolting 
over the mounds of muddy ~ snow, 
carried from the Lyons Stations to 
the Louvre in Paris a queer medley of 
strange gods, princesses, warriors and de- 
mons. Thére were about fifty of them, all 
told, squeezed into a box of scented exotic 
wood—poor fantastic heroes that had been 
exiled from the Island of Java. 

Inclosed in a glass case in the Musee de 


Marine, these mighty person were 
transformed into curious marionettes, their 
S appearance cal forth a pity- 
ng le from the r-by. They had 
lost their divinity in — the far-West- 
ern sun, On their native soil, on the mimid 
stage of thein bamboo theaters, they had re- 
ceived the adulation of a worshipful race; 
for days the country people hung entranc 
on the recital of their adventures; they 
wept with the unfortunate Madja Pahit and 
her companion, Argalaiy so deliciously 
pretty, with her long black eyes and her 
smiling little mouth, just revealing her 
golden teeth; they shivered with delight 
they heard the sweet words with which 

anak Ing’ga, the Balambangan chief, ad- 
dressed the Dencar Voulan ght of the 
Moon); they were excited over the great 
strength o handsome Antaradja; they 
cur the awful troops of demons led by 
Satan. 

No people in the world are so fond of 
the theater as the Japanese. A tree or a 
boat clumsily cut out of buffalo hide is a 
sufficient stage setting for a forest or the 
sea, and their childlike nature cannot com- 
prehend the fact that it is the Dalang be- 
hind the trestle-work who moves the jointed 
agms and limbs of their heroes and who 
puts noble words into their motionless lips. 

This Dalang is the proprietor of the — ia 
and the organizer of these spectacles, whic 
are called Wayang. He is a curious charac- 
ter, a sort of religious Barnum, who is su- 
age etn gg A venerated by the people. He 
s taught from his childhood to learn the 
holy and interminable epic poems of Brah- 
minic mythology, and the music which ac- 
companies their recitations. 

He oe upon to bless the first born, 
reciti religious over their heads: 
the rich pay liberally for the privilege of 
having his troupe of actors brought to their 
homes, when there is a wedding or a house- 
warming. His presence is an assurance of 
future happiness and a preventive of illness. 
He is employed to play in his own house 
for the people, free of charge, and at times 
visits the palaces of the great chiefs; who 
are only expected to remunerate him, while 
he amuses them with his actors, by giving 
him his lodging, his food and his quota of 
opium. These belong to him by divine right. 

More than one trait in the Dalang recalis 
the bards of the middle ages, especially the 
fact that their memory is stored with an- 
cient traditions, which they sing as they 
wander around the country. They know the 
countless sacred and historical poems of 
Java; they link them together, enlarge on 
them and oftentimes the epic which they are 
representing becomes so long and so com- 
plicated that the spectacre iasts nine nights, 
running without wearying the audience; and 
this without rests on the part of the reciter, 
who directs the orchestra with one hand, 
using a wooden hammer, and moves his 
characters with the other. 

If, however, his memory fail him for a 
moment, he extricates himself ingeniously 
by an imaginary combat, and stimulates the 
clashing of arms by striking an iron triangle 
with his foot. true Wayang should al- 
ways end with a gory battle. 

There are three different kinds of plays— 
the Wayang-Pourwa, the Wayang-Gedog 
and the Wayang-Karoetjil.

behind, after the fashion of our shadow- 
plays. The Wayang-Karoetjil plays are 
acted by carved wooden dolls, tinted and 
dressed in brocades and Indian stuffs, like 
the models recently placed in the Louvre 
collection. 

Each flgure is modeled after a traditional 
type, as well known to the people of Java 
as Pierot and Punch are to us. A remark- 
able fact about this type is that 
differs in expression according to the char- 
acters, it does not differ in construction.

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RLECTRICITY IW CARRIAGES. 
Light and Plenty of Heat Now Supplied by 
the Current. 


Electricity has been put to a novel use by 
Mr. Frank W. Hawley in lighting and heat- 
ing his brougham, says the New York 
World. The device is so simple that it ts 
strange nothing of the kind has been done 
before in this . country. In the coldest 
weather the carriage is warmed to any de- 
sired temperature and .the interior is so 
light that reading is possible at night. 

Under the coachman’s seat is a storage 
battery, very small and compact, and en- 
cased in a box 15 inches long and 8 inches 
deep. Technically it is a chemical bat- 
tery, consisting of five cells of two volts 
each and with a normal discharge of ten 
amperes. 

The battery can be charged by connect- 
ing with any incandescent light wire and 
will run all the lights and heat in the 
brougham for seventy hours. As these are 
in use for only a few hours each day, 
charging is necessary but once or twice a 
month. Then the battery is easily removed 
22 beneath the seat and connected with 
a wire. 

Four incandescent lights are placed on the 
carriage, two outside and two inside. Or- 
dinary incandescent bulbs are inserted in 
the glass lamps beside the coachman’s seat 
and are connected by invisible wires with 
the battery. A little switch on the side of 
the seat enables the driver to light or ex- 
tinguish them at will. 

Inside the brougham lamps of a different 
pattern are used. Tucked in the back upper 
corners are two ground-glass globes, oval 
in form and 2 an inch or two 
from the woodwork. These globes just fit 
across the corners and do not in any way 
interfere with the heads of the occupants 
of the seat beneath. Wires running de- 
neath the upholstery and along the floor 
connect with the storage battery. Though 
quite small, these lamps give brilliant light 
to the interior of the carriage. 

Beneath the front seat is the heater, 
which is simply a coil of high-resistance 
wire around an iron plate two feet long 
and eight inches wide. It is incased in 
an iron frame and put in such position that 
occupants of the rear seat can place their 
feet upon it. When the current is turned 
on this heater raises the temperature to % 
degs. in a few minutes. 

In the front corner is a small thermome- 

ter, so placed that if the carriage is empty 
the coachman can see it from his seat 
through the front window and regulate the 
temperature by means of a switch at his 
side. 
The arrangements of buttons to govern 
the current was devised by Mr. Hawley. 
Each inside lamp is controlled by a but- 
ton on either side near the door. Buttons 
to regulate the heater are in the re 
laces. The coachman from his seat can 
light the outside lamps and turn on the 
heat inside. 8. 

“I am going to add one thing more,” said 
Mr. Hawley, “and that is an arrangement 
to do away with the necessity of recharg- 
ing the storage battery. By putting a small 
generator that would not be noticed on the 
axle of the carriage, and gearing it with 
the wheel the battery will constantly be 
kept charged. Though I am not an elec- 
trician, the subject has always been a 
hobby of mine, and 1 fitted out my 
brougham with appliances that can be pur- 
chased in almost any electrical establish- 
ment. 

“The comfort that can be derived from 
a lighted and heated carriage makes a real 
pleasure. When the carriage is awaiting 
the coachman can turn on the heat at the 
proper time and by looking through the 
window behind his seat see the thermome- 
ter and keep the temperature at the right 
degree. 

“Carriages propelled by electricity I con- 
fidenfly believe to be a possibility, and I 
expect to ride along Fifth avenue in my car- 
riage without horses within three years 
from to-day.” 

Mr. Hawiey's first experiments were made 
two years ago in applying electricity to 
canal boats. Trolley wires were strung 
along a section of the Erie canal near 
Rochester, and the boat F. W. Hawley, 
fitted with a propeller and a street car 
motor, made a successful trip. This experi- 
ment led to the formation of a company, 
which secured from the State the exclusive 
nen for electrical propulsion on the Erie 
can

The country was but 
sparsely settled and sometimes the rough 
road would wind about through the moun- 
tains for ten miles without ing the trav- 
eler a glimpse of a human habitation, Not 
a tree had been felled in the primitive for- 
est, and numerous herds of graceful deer 
found abundant food in the boundless wild 
pasture. 


Toward the close of August, now nearly 
thirty years ago, a stranger rode down one 
of the rugged highways which penetrated 
the lonely section north of White River. 
The traveler was well dressed and mounted 
on a horse of excellent breed and fine form, 
though both rider and animal showed evi- 
dent signs of weariness. The journey had 
been long and the weather was dry and hot. 
Before sundown the horseman came to a 
settlement, and stopped for the night at a 
log house near the road. The occupant of 
the rude dwelling was “a leading citizen 
of the neighborhood, well-to-do for those 
times, and the stranger found good treat- 
ment for himself and horse. On the follow- 
ing morning the traveler did not resume his 
journey, but decided to remain with his host 
a few days and rest himself and horse. 

The news of the stranger’s presence in the 
settlement was soon known to every man, 
woman and child throughout the neighbor- 
hood, and most of the adult male population 
within a radius of two miles came to see him 
during his stay. Curiosity, suspicion and 
cupidity were motives which led the moun- 
taineers to show the stranger 80 much at- 
tention.

This fact had added deep- 
er hatred to the son's partisan zeal in the 
bloody strife and the war ended too soon 
to gratify his vengeance. The stranger 
was seen by an uncle of the young man 
about one mile from the place where the 
stranger had stopped to rest. The south- 
bound horseman was then passing out of 
the settlement intoa section of country hard- 
ly less wild than it was the day Columbus 
landed on the shores of the New World.

Lincoln’s Assassin. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 10.—There died in 
Charles County, 
Thomas A. Jones at the age of 74, Jones held 
& position in the Washingten Navy Yard, 
but was dismissed through the influence of 
Congressman Mudd of Maryland, who had 
informed the Secretary of the Navy that 
Jones had played a prominent part in the es- 
cape of John Wilkes Booth, the assassin of 
President Lincoln, 
It's quite true,” admitted Jones at the 
time of his dismissal. “John Wilkes Booth, 
with a broken ankle, sick and suffering the 
tortures of the damned, was placed in my 
hands to be spirited across the river, and 
the $300,000 reward, even $3,000,000, would not 
have caused me to turn traitor to the 
Southern Confederacy, the people I loved, 
and surrender a man whose life was in my 
keeping, even if I did know he had assassi- 
nated President Lincoln.“ 
Jones afterwards told how Booth came 
into his hands. “It was on the morning 


of the 16th of April,” he said, when friends 
of Samuel Cox’s came to my house on 
Huckleberry Farm, Maryland, and told 
me that Cox wanted to see me at once. I 
had heard the evening before that Lincoln 
had been killed. I had a horse saddied and 
rode over to Cox's, who told me that Booth 
and David Herold had been there and want- 
ed assistance to get across the river. I was 
told where the men were—in a pine thicket 
about a mile and a half from the house. 

“I was given instructions how to reach 
them without being shot—certain signs by 
whistling, etc. Upon reaching the dense 
pines I met Herold, to whom I explained 
that I was sent by Cox. I was then piloted 
to where Booth was. He lay on the ground 
wrapped in a pile of blankets, and his face 
bore traces of pain. Booth asked many 
questions as to what people thought of the 
assassination. He appeared to be proud of 
what he had done. I at the time thought 
he had done a good act, but, great AS 
soon saw that it was the worst blow ever 
struck for the South. 

“I did the best I could for the poor fel- 
low. I carried him papers to read and some- 
thi to eat, and tried to keep him in wee 
spirits until I got a chance to send him 
across the river. The country was full 
of soldiers and detectives, and I did not 
know how soon I could get him away. 

: “I think it was the following Tuesday 


That's true,” admitted Capt. Will 
at the time of the above interview, 
he would have been Gen. Jones instead of 
a discharged employe from the navy yard 
if he had given the information.” 

“I did the best-I could for Booth and 
Herold,“ continued Jones. “I did not know 
them, but when Cox put them in my keep- 
ing nothing would ve mpted me to 
betray them. I could haye placed my hands 
on Booth, but honor and truth were worth 
more to me than the entre wealth of the 
Government. 

“At the expiration of the sixth day I 
heard the officers give orders for the cav- 
to go down in St. Mary's County 
that the assassins were there, That was 
my chance and I made good time to where 
Booth and Herold were concealed. Booth 
was glad to know that his time to get into 
Vir a had come. 

“The night was dark, and Herold and 
I lifted Booth onto my horse. Our progress 
was slow. We finally reached my house 
and I went in to get them something to eat. 
We then proceeded to the river. Booth 
was lifted into the boat and was placed 
in the stern, while Herold took the oars. 
I then lighted a candle and showed Booth 
by his compass how to steer to get into 
Machodoc Creek, and ve him directions 
to Mrs. Quesenberry, w I thought would 
take care of him, That was the last I saw 
of Booth. 

“When notices were posted up that to 
furnish bread or water to Booth meant 
death,“ went on Jones, “I felt pretty shaky.

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HEALTH OF THE POPE. 


It Is Excellent, He Eats and Sleeps 
Well and May Live Many Years, 


An Italian paper has interviewed the 
Pope’s physician, Dr. Lapponi, regarding 
the Pontiff’s health, concerning which fears 
have been expressed. The interview was 
given by permission of the Pope himself. 
The paper says: 

“The Pope’s health at the present time 
is perfect, and he has not suffered the least 


condition is, no doubt, due largely not alond 
to his possessing a sound constitution, but 
also to the regular and abstemious life he 
has led. Throughout his long and hard- 
working life he has enjoyed very good 
health, with the exception of a period when 
he was about 3 years old, during which 
he suffered from typhoid fever. The illus- 
trious Pontiff was then residing at Bene- 


vento, and he has told Dr. Lapponi that the 
fever was cured by means of three cold 
baths administered by Dr. Vulpe, who at- 
tended him through his tliness. This is 
8 one of the earilest cases treated 
y this means. If so, itis a very interesting 
fact in the history of medicine. 
“Dr. Lapponi informs me that all the or- 
gans of the body are perfectly healthy and 
perform their functions in a normal man- 
ner. There are no perceptible indications of 
atheroma of the arteries, and there is only 
very slight arcus senilis in the 
tions of the cornea. The pulse is

enty pulsations per minute. e 
is good, slightly presbyopic, but he can read 
a newspaper thout the ald of glasses.

China Was Beaten at Every Point 
in the Conflict. 


A BRIEF REVIEW OF THE WAR. 


Probability That Peace Will Be Secured 
at an Enoromous Cost of Treasure 
to the Chinese Government. 


The war between China and Japan is now 
apparently so near its termination that a 
brief outline review of the causes leading 
to it, and of the principal events of the war 
itself, will be found peculiarly interest- 
ing. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch has especial 
advantages in making such a review. From 
the opening of hostilities until the culmina- 
tion of the struggle in the dramatic events 


accompanying and following the fall of Port 
Arthur, r. James Creelman, special war 
correspondent of the World and the Post-

The last question is certainly the most 
important one, and in connection with which 
I do not profess to know anything. Most 
of my pupils, by a large mapority, have 
been women and are women and a large 
percentage of them have been advised by 
their physicians to cultivate riding on horse- 
back for exercise and to benefit their health 
in general. 

BOTH PROPER AND MODEST. 

One of the longest answers came from Dr. 
Robert L. Dickinson of No. 145 Clinton street 
Brooklyn. It is enthulastically in favor of 
women riding astride: 

In atiswer to your note of the 10th inst., 
I enclose a reprint of my paper on the 
subject of bicycling for women, with the 
conclusions of whic ou may not agree, 
but in which you will find a number of 
facts that bear on your most interesting 
and important query to the physicians. 

“The paper was read at a full meeting 
of the society, which contains more famous 
names and men noted as specialists on dis- 
eases of women than any other in America, 
with one exception, and among all the men 
who took part in the discussion of the paper 


which did not apparently worry the men. 

These complaints brought continually to 
my mind the question, Why should not 
women ride astride? In this country, where 
woman does not like to feel herself at a dis- 
advantage with man in any respect, these 
complaints have been very frequently made 
to me. They determined me to make @ 
thorough inquiry into the question, which I 


have recently begun. 
I have delivered a series of lectures on 
horsemanship this winter at the Dickel 
Riding Academy, which were followed by 
debates, and one of the most interesting 
of them was on the subject, “Shall Women 
Ride Astride or Not, and Why?” I had a 
number of letters from some of the best- 
known medical men in New York, some of 
them specialists in women’s diseases. Not 
one of them declared against the practice of 
riding astride. 
FOR DOCTORS TO ANSWER. 
The horsewoman in her present dress and 
with her present style of riding is undoubt- 
edly handicapped as compared with man. 
That she occasionally achieves such brill- 
fant proficiency speaks volumes for her 
pluck, nerve and dexterity. 
In my circular to the physicians I asked: 
“Is there any reason why the sense of 
propriety should hinder a woman from rid- 
ing on horseback astride? 
Is there any reason why a costume both 
elegant and modest in design, and which re- 
veals less of a woman’s form than the habit 
worn for the last ten years, should be 
used by women when riding? 
Will it add to the comfort, ease, repose, 
relaxation and firmness in woman’s seat on 
horseback, and thereby increase endurance 
and facilitate the learning of horsemanship 
for women?
